Outlined By Bryan and the Con- 


gressional Leaders. 


EXPANSION AND TRUSTS. 


Federal Control For tlie Great Monopolies 


—Republican Government In the Fhlllp- 


pluee Wueii Filipinos Are Defeated.

WASHINGTON, January 23.—Colonel 


Bryan's visit to Washington last week 
resulted in an agreement among the 
Democratic leaders of the senate and 
house of representatives to advocate 
lereafter a harmonious and uniform 
policy upon at least two important is- 
lues—expansion aud trusts. 


There were earnest arguments from 


several points of view at the confer- 
ence held at the capitol last Friday, 
>ut a policy was devised which does 
not differ materially from that defined 
n the resolutions offered by Senator 
Saeon, of Georgia, last December, aud 
may be summed up as follows : 


The suppression of the insurrection 


n the Philippine islands; the estab- 
ishment of a republican form of gov- 
rnment there as soon as the insurrec- 
ion is suppressed; the withdrawal of 
he army as soon as such a government 
s in operation; the relinquishment of 
he sovereignty of the United States 
mt the exercise of a protectorate over 
he islands in order to prevent foreign 
nterference; the issue of 830,000,000 
n bonds of the Philippine republic to 
eimburse the United States for the 
ndemnity paid to Spain. 


The solution of the trust problem 


vas less difficult and Mr. Bryan's plan 
was generally approved. He proposes 
hat the jurisdiction of the federalgov- 
rnment be extended over all corpora- 
ions that have interests in more than 
ne state; and are therefore engaged 
n interstate commerce in the constitu- 
ional meaning of that phrase; and the 
'assage of a law requiring them to 
ake out licenses for which they must 
>ay a reasonable tax to the eommis- 
ioner of internal revenue. At stated 
periods all such corporations shall be 
equired to publish statements of their 
nancial condition and transactions 
imilar to those made by the national 
jauks, and their books shall be always 
pen to examination by special agents 
f the internal revenue bureau who 
hall have the same power and duties 
imilar to those of national bank ex- 
.miners. This proposition is not ma- 
erially different from that which the 
ndustrial commission is expected to 
ecommend in its report to congress, 
xcept that body will recommend that 
he trusts be placed under the juris- 
iction of the interstate commerce com- 
mission instead of the international 
evenue bureau. 
Now that the administration has 
eclared for free trade with Puerto 


Rico and 
Representative Payne, of 


York, has introduced a bill, 


rawn under Mr. MeKinley's instruc- 
ions, providing therefor, all of the 
vearers of the McKinley collar will 
have to fall in line and support it, 
egardless of their records as protec- 
ionists. This will be a bitter pill for 
many Republicans, but there is noth- 
ng in sight to indicate that any con- 
iiderable number of them will have 
he sand to vote against the bill. Al- 
ready they are beginning to ask if the 
McKinley programme includes free 
.rade with the Philippines. 


Representative Ball, of Texas, took 


occasion, while the pension appropria- 
.ion bill, which was passed, was under 
liscussion in the house, to give the 
mperialists, who are trying to make 
t appear that any opponent to the 
ivar in the Philippines is a traitor to 
ihe United States government, some 
iharp raps by quoting the language of 
Abraham Lincoln, who was a member 
of the house at the beginning of the 
Mexican war. and who made a speech 
demanding information of the presi- 
dent, about the beginning of that war, 
compared with which most of the 
speeches made by Democrats against 
:he Philippine war are extremely mild. 


Norman E. Mack, the Buffalo Dem- 


ocratic editor, who is now visiting 
Washington, is credited with knowing 
New York politics thoroughly. 
He 


says that, with the exception of a few 
corporation and trust lawyers, the 
party in that state is in line with 
Colonel Bryan, and expresses the 


ief that the recent financial trans- 


actions of the treasury department 
have materially aided the Democratic 
cause and that the state will elect a 
Democratic governor and presidential 
electors next November. 


The administration's rather too pro- 


nounced sympathy with Great Brit- 
ain's war on the Boers is getting it 
into hot water. Senator Hale declared 
ia a speech in the senate that he be- 
lieved nine Americans out of every ten 
sympathized with the Boers in their 
struggle for liberty and the senate 
adopted Senator Allen's resolution, 
asking why the state department re- 
fused recognition to a properly ac- 
credited representative of the Trans- 
vaal republic. And the trouble is just 
beginning. At a big 
meeting the 


other night, at which there was some 
scorching talk which must have made 
Mr. McKinley squirm,if he read yester- 
day's Washington papers, the princi- 
pal speakers were Senators Hale, Allen 
and Mason and Representatives Bailey 
De Armond, Sulzer, Lentz, Lamb 
Champ Clark and Gordon.

SAMUEL P. MEYERS HANGED. 


?bo Somerset County ])Iurdorer Pays the 


I'eualty of His Crimes. 


Samuel Peter Meyers was hanged in 


the Somerset 
county jail at 13 5S 


o'clock Wednesday afternoon. 
He 


vallted boldly onto the death trap and 
stood erect while Sheriff Saylor ad- 
usted the noose around his neck. Rev 
Collins read a passage from the scrip 
iures and offered a brief prayer. 
The 


prisoner said he hoped to meet all 
present in heaven. The sheriff thes 
lulled the black 
cap down over 


lis head and said, "Good-by, Peter.'' 
'Good-by,'' came the response in a firm 
;one, when the sheriff pulled the level 
and Meyers dropped to his death. The 
murder of Michael Kearney and John 
Jenhart was 
avenged, Meyers did 


not struggle and at the expiration of 
fourteen and cue-half minutes he waf 
pronounced 
dead. 
His neck 
was 


broken. 


The crimes for which Meyers was 


langed were the murders of Michael 
Kearney and John Lenhart, in the 
town of Garrett, Somerset county, OD 
the evening of September 20, 1898. 
Meyers had a dispute with his father 
over the ownership of a house in Gar- 
rett, which hsd been vacated by a ten- 
ant a diy or two before. Kearney had 
been employed by the father to help 
him repair the house, and while the 
latter was at work Meyers went to the 
house with a gnu and shot Kearney to 
death. Then the murderer took refuge 
in another vacant house nearby, and 
when Constable Nelson Lenhart and 
his brother John went to arrest him 
he shot and killed the latter. 


Meyers was tried for the crimes sep- 


arately and convicted of murder in the 
first degree by both juries. New trial? 
were refused and the governor fixed 
January 11 for the execution, but later 
granted a reprieve until January 24,ir 
order that the board of pardons migh! 
pass on the request of defendant'^ 
counsel that the sentence be commut- 
ed to imprisonment for life, the alle- 
gation being that Meyers was insane. 
The board refused to interfere. 


Meyers was twenty-six years old and 


unmarried, powerfully built, but of a 
low rink of intelligence. He persist- 
ently refused to fee his father and- tc 
the end refused all offers of a reconcil- 
iation with his aged parent.

Cage with the Standard Oil bank of 
New York and his action in connection 
with the sale of the custom-house will 
not down. The Republicans in con- 
gress, acting for the president, have 
been fighting desperately to squelch 
the matter, but the Democrats are not 
to be denied and have been struggling 
heroically for victory in the people's 
cause. The Republicans were so bad- 
ly frightened by the assaults of the 
Democrats one day last week that the 
defense of Gage was entrusted to the 
ablest man in the G.O.P. ranks.Grosve- 
nor,of Ohio, the mouth-piece of McKin- 
ley and the administration. During a 
heated debate in the house on the day 
referred to Hepburn, a Republican rep- 
resentative from Iowa, stated that the 
attack on Secretary Gage was "a po- 
litical move." In refutation of this 
charge Representative Williams, of 
Illinois, sent to the clerk's desk and 
had read an editorial from the Chicago 
Tribune, published at Gage's home and 
recognized as one of the foremost Re- 
publican papers in tbe country, strong- 
ly criticising the secretary's course in 
allying himself with the banks, and 
declaring that he had made more ma- 
terial against the administration than 
had come from any other source. 


An effort to offset this responsible 


utterance of the great Republican 
paper of the west was made by Repre- 
sentative Hopkins, who sent to the 
clerk's desk a paper published at 
Greenville, JSI. C.. supporting Gage. 
The friends of the secretary were en- 
joying the Democratic endorsement of 
Gage when a North Carolina member 
pricked the bubble by declaring, "that 
paper supported McKinley for elec- 
tion." And then the fort into which 
the defenders of the administration's 
policy had taken refuge toppled over 
like a house of cards struck by a 
cyclone. 


In their effort to have the search- 


light turned upon the treasury the 
Democratic congressmen have express- 
ed themselves in no uncertain lan- 
guage. Some of the strongest points 
scored by the Democratic represen- 
tatives in their fight for publicity fol- 
low : 


Mr. Sulzer, of New York: If an investi- 


gation is not ordered, harsher measures 
looking to Mr. Rage's impeachment will 
be instituted by honest and fearless repre- 
sentatives of the people. 
The secretary of the treasury has turned 
over the treasury of the government to the 
Standard Oil trust, tbe most gigantic and 
cold-blooded monopoly the world has ever 
seen. 
By leaving tbe proceeds of the custom- 


house sale in the Standard Oil bank he de- 
liberately violated the law. Section 5,490 
of the Bevised Statutes plainly says that 
any officer who does what the secretary of 
tbe treasury did in this instance is guilty of 
embezzlement. There can be no question 
about the culpability of the secretary. 
The Standard OU trust must not control 
the exchequer of the people, and no agent 
of the Rockefellers must be the secretary 
of the treasury. 
Jtr Clark, of Missouri: Hepburn de- 


manded this largess from Mr. Gage be- 
cause he contributed boodle in 1S96. It 
will take lightning calculators to estimate 
the amount of money that the Standard 
Oil bank will contribute to the Republican 
campaign fund of 1800 by reason of the 
colossal favors, conferred by Mr. Gage 
recently. 
, 
The plan between this bank and Mr 


Gage seems to be, ''You tickle me and I 
win tickle you." 
. 
Andrew Jacks«n took the deposits of the 


United States governoaent away from a lot 
of corrnptionists just b'ke this man Hep- 
burn »nd put them in the hands of honest 
men. He put them in the treasury of the 
United State-i. 
Mr. Cochran, of Missouri: Tne Demo- 
crats are determined to continue the ex- 
posure of Secretary Gage's official mis- 
conduct until tbe Republican majority 
consents to report the resolution of in- 
vestigation now in the hands of the rules 
committee. * * Whatever happens the 
policy of concealment adopted by the Re- 
publican leaders will not be permitted to 
prevail. 


The desperate attempt of the Re- 


publican congressmen to shield Sec- 
retary Gage is an acknowledgment of 
(tuilt. An official who has acted hon- 
estly and uprightly would not fear an 
investigation.

They have a right to 
aak for information concerning the 
official actions of their servants, espe- 
cially when it -looks as if they have 


betrayed the trust reposed in them.

His speech was the effort of a 
special pleader, and to a great extent 
squarely contradicts Prof. Schurman, 
the head of McKinley's Philippine 
commission. 
Analyzed, Beveridge's 


speech simply means that because the 
Philippines offer a good opening for 
American speculators and office hold- 
ers and has abundant room on which 
to plant the American flag we should 
take the islands by force. All this, of 
course, in the name of God and des- 
tiny.

Dictator McKinley and his advisers are 
sorry that the people know as much 
about trusts as they do, and he will 
take good care that the census doesn't 
add anything to their information. 


Prof. Jacob G. Schurman, president 


of Cornell university and chairman of 
the United States commission to the 
Philippine Islands, is of course an ad- 
vocate of McKinley's policy of benevo- 
lent assimilation. If he hadn't been 
he would not have found a place on the 
commission. It's a bitter dose, how- 
ever, judging from the wry faces he 
makes when giving out information for 
McKinley's benefit on the Philippine 
question. In a recent article in The 
Independent he says that he considers 
Aguinaldo an honest man, animated 
by the highest idea of loyalty to inde- 
pendence. 
This was about all that 


could be said of our revolutionary fore- 
fathers. 
He says that the Filipinos 


knew the white man by one specimen, 
and they will not trust any of them. From 
what the Filipinos have seen of the 
Spanish and of our soldiers would 
Schurman ask them to trust them? 
Mr. Sehurman says the sight of a 
drunken man creates disgust in the 
mind of the Filipino, and this argues 
that the Filipino is in this respect at 
least considerably in advance of. the 
average white man. He declares that 
he never saw a Filipino drunk. Take 
It all in all, it is hard to see where 
Mr. McKinley is to find any comfort 
in Prof. Sohurman's article. Toward 
the close Mr. Schurman says1 
"But 


one thing I wish to emphasize more 
than any other one point I have dwelt 
upon. We must make an uonest cKi! 
service a peimanent institution on the 
Islands." Prof. Schurman well knows 
that McKinley needs a scoring on this 
matter, for how could we expect the 
president to have an honest civil ser- 
vice in the Philippines when ne has 
Incurred the contempt of all honest 
intelligent civil service reformers by 
his course at home? Schurman feels 
in his soul that our treatment of the 
Filipino is outrageous, but ne dare not 
say so. His whole article clearly car- 
ries out the idea that his sympathies 
are with the broun man. At the be- 
ginning he nas outspoken against the 
slaughter ot the Filipinos, but, like 
otheis. be was, bribed into favor by 
getting a plsce of profit and promi- 
nence.

Secretary Gage Flayed 


By a Republican Paper. 


In an editorial the Chicago Tribune, the leading Republican newspaper o: 


the west, says: 


"It is disagreeable to have to refer again to the action of the treasury de 


partment in relation to the National City bank, but some of those newspa 
pers which are generally recognized as representatives of the Standard Oil com 
pany, affiliated with it and under obligations to it, seem disposed not to let tbi 
matter rest. 


"Their ready, sufficient and facile answer to any paper which questions thi 


propriety of transactions in which the Standard Oil company is concerned ii 
that the newspaper in question is a 'yellow journal.' 


"This is a cheerful and comprehensive way of disposing of an opponent and 


it requires neither wit nor logic; but it is not satisfactory to the multitude 
The epitaph in question has lost its terror for newspapers. A 'yellow journal 
that has the courage to tell the truth is ranked above the 'white-souled 
guileless journal which has the cowardice that leads it to suppress the truth in 
the interest of influential patrons. 


"The grave accusation is based on the fact that Secretary Cage acted in accordant, 


with the suggestions made to him. 


"The serious blame lies in the fact that, having been requested to increase 


the deposits in the National City bank, knowing it was a Standard Oil concern 
and having been informed that it had as security for deposits bonds which hat 
been transferred to it hypothetically by that company, he, having discretionary 
power to refuse deposits to the bank for any particular purpose, or to give de 
posits, exercised his discretion in behalf of the bank. He complied with th 
suggestion that the deposits be increased, and they were raised from a few 
hundred thousands, where they stood in 1897, to an average of ten or twelvi 
millions a, month, where they stand now or until recently did stand. 


"Another thing with which fault is found is not the writing of the lette: 


by President Stillman, in which he said that his bank had over fifty-five mill 
ions of dollars loaned out on call at high rates in Wall street for speculative 
purposes, and that the rate was kept high for the purpose of forcing liqnida 
tion in industrials, and that it would be pleasing to the bank if the payment 
of Central Pacific money to the government could be deferred, so that mone; 
could be used profitably for a longer time. 


"It was optional with the secretary to refuse or consent. He consented, 
"There is scarcely a banker in Chicago who will justify that action. It 


doubtful whether there is one in New York who will do so unless he is a rep 
resentative of the National City bank. 


"Furthermore, it is difficult to explain why the secretary of the treasury 


should have made, of his own motion, the proposition that Mr. Stillman, Mr 
Pierpont Morgan, 'or any other gentleman whom you may name,' should have 
a clandestine meeting with him at the Walton hotel, in Philadelphia, at 1.1E 
p. m. on Thursday, December 23, 1897. Why should the secretary of the 
treasury prefer to meet those gentlemen, or any one of them, privately a' 
Philadelphia, instead of at the treasury department in Washington, where tht 
secretary of the treasury is supposed to transact public business ? 


"What was the business which the people's secretary of the treasury 


deeemed it necessary to conceal from the people ? Why were the relations 
between Mr. Stillman and Mr. Pierpont Morgan so much more intimate than 
those between the secretary and the people of the United States, whom he 
represents, and who are entitled to know about transactions relating to the 
financial affairs of the government ? Has it come to a point where Wall stree 
and the treasury department have in common secrets the nature of which the 
people must not be allowed to suspect ? 


"These are some of the questions which the organs of the Standard Oi 


company—its organs because they are or wish to be under obligations to it— 
would do well to consider and answer.1'

SEW YORK. January 23 —People on 


the outside of New York often wonder 
that people in this great and intelli- 
gent city are so easily buncoed, de- 
ceived or swindled. It is unfortunately 
true that occasionally some bright and 
shining individual does get caught, 
and that because he thinks, no matter 
how others complain, that he is a! 
sa'e, from his hoots to his gizzard. 


As an illustration of this, in the 


borough of Brooklyn there is a man 
who rejoices in the ns>me of Honesl 
John French, and be fully deserves 
that title. He is a man well to do in 
the world, with a comfortable bank 
account, earned by 
good, square, 


honest labor. He has not, during his 
seventy years of honest work, since he 
was a little boy ten years old, ever 
depended on anybody's aid. As an 
evidence of his exactness in estimates, 
when he was a builder he took a con- 
tract for one of the great city build- 
ings, and when the house was finished 
and turned over to the city, there was 
S16 50 left, which he handed to tbe 
city treasurer. 


Some years ago Honest John French 


retired from business, having achieved 
a respectable competence. 
He has 


nothing to do hut attend prayer 
meetings, entertain the ministers that 
come to conference, take a ride to 
Coney Island, or down to Rockaway, 
and then return home. He amuses 
himself for the rest of the day by 
clipping off his 7 per cent, coupons, 
whiee are his glory and his pride. 


It's about two or three weeks ago, 


being a fine crispy December morning, 
that Honest John French, at peace 
with all the world, strolled down town 
where the money-changers dwell, and, 
at one of the local banks, stepped in 
to have a quiet talk with the president 
about stocks and to find out where a 
man might earn an honest dollar and 
to see if he could not get one or two 
valuable pointers on stocks in Wall 
street that day. The president of the 
bank did not know much more than 
Honest John himself, but yet he felt 
proud in the idea of being selected by 
Mr. French 
as a great financial 


prophet. 


He had almost reached the City Hall 


when a well dressed young man rushed 
up to him, and seizing his hand, said: 
"How are you, Mr. French ?" "You 
have the advantage of me, sir," said 
Mr. French. 
"I don't know you." 


"Don't you recollect little Johnny 
Pratt?" "No, I do not," said Mr. 
French, looking quietly at him; "I 
don't think I ever saw you before !"

Pratt, "to get a set of books entitled 
the 'History of the World." It is aa 
admirable work. It is composed of 13 
volumes and costs S120. If you will 
walk along with me, as the morning 
is fine, I would like to have your 
opinion on the value of the books, and 
if you approve of them it would afford 
me great pleasure to present you with 
the work." They Imd reached a point 
near where 
Adelphi street crosses 


Fulton street, and there advanced to a 
house and rang the bell. 
The bell 


was answered "by a matronly looking 
woman, who said, ''You will find the 
gentleman upstairs, sir, in the hall 
room." 


Young Mr. Pratt bade Mr. French 


go upstairs and he .followed him im- 
mediately, and knocking at the door 
of the hall room, beard a gruff voice 
say, "Come in.'' Mr. Pratt opened tbe 
door and asked Mr. French to come in 
"Are the books ready ?" said Mr 
Pratt. "No, sir, they are not. 
There 


was an error and I sent the books 
"back." "1 am so sorry; I wanted my 
friend to see them. Allow me to in- 
troduce my friend, Mr. Baker, Mr. 
French." Then Mr. Baker reminded 
Mr. Pratt that there was another part 
oi the agreement, and that was he was 
to draw for a certain figure; if he suc- 
ceeded he was to receive a full set of 
the work, elegantly bound in Morocco, 
and in addition 85,000 in gold. 


The young man drew and won, en- 


titling him to the set, beautifully 
bound, and 35,000 in gold. 
He turned 


to Honest John and offered him the 
box to draw. Mr. French drew back, 
saying: "No, sir, I never take part in 
games of chance.'' "Then I'll draw for 
you," said Mr. Pratt, drawing at the 
same 
time. 
He 
exclaimed, "Mr. 


French, Mr. French, you have won 
35,000 in gold and a set of the beauti- 
ful books." 
Mr. French refused to 


have anything to do with it. Mr. 
Pratt drew again and, giving a wild 
scream, said "I am lost, I am lost!" 
"What is the matter?" said Mr. 
French. "You have lost 35,000," said 
Mr. Pratt. "No, sir.I've lost, nothing,1' 
said Mr. French. "No, I mean I've 
lost it," said Mr. Pratt. "What will 
1 do; what will I do ?" "What is the 
matter ?" said Mr. French. "My poor 
mother," said Mr. Pratt. "Can't I 
assist you ?" said Mr. French. "Yes," 
said Mr. Pratt, "lend me S5.000 till 
Tuesday next." "Certainly," said Mr. 
French. He went to his bank, drew 
35,000 and gave it to the nice young 
man, and has been looking for Mr. 
Pratt ever since. 


The death of Father Malone, which I 


noticed last week in connection with 
that of Dwigbt L. Moody, promised to 
give to the public one of the most seri- 
ous scandals that has ever shaken the 
Catholic church from Labrador to Cape 
Ilom. Father Malone was a man very 
much beloved by his congregation, 
which was one of those from which the 
bishop cannot remove the pastor at 
will. There are not many churches of 
this class in the United States, but the 
Church of Sts. Peter and Paul was the 
largest of them all. 
When Father Ma- 


lone was placed in his former parish 
the back room of a faithful Catholic 
sufficed to hold the congregation of 
some thirty souls. The young priest 
was a worker. He was ambitious for the 
chu'ch and himself; his work was a 
labor of love and his energy untiring; 
il was. therefore, nut surprising that 
the young congregation grew rapidly 
in numbers. He imbued every member 
Of hit flock with the same enthusiasm 


that filled his own breast. A number o 
new church organizations were formec 
within 
the 
congregation of 
Sts 


Peter and Paul; prizes 
for extra 


proficiency were offered, high sound 
ing 
titles 
were 
conferred 
on 


the owner, with special honor, anc 
in 
the fourth year of his minis 


tration he was blessed with a congre 
gation of over five hundred. Brooklyn 
at the time I speak of, was included in 
the diocese of New York and the ven 
erable bishop was constantly on the 
lookout for energetic young men who 
could build up the church and extend 
her influence. His eye rested on Father 
Sylvester Malone and he saw the good 
work the latter was doing. Tbe bishop 
needed priestly aid and he received it 
He wanted money, it was poured in on 
him. Father Malone's parish, when he 
took charge of it, WES on the extreme 
borders of the city of Brooklyn, but i 
was not long before he found himself 
in the center of what now forms the 
city of New York 
He was the living 


personification of charity, but he hac 
the other two beatitudes of faith and 
hope. 
He labored night and day, 


What with his regular church duties, 
the confession of his church members 
the births, marriages and deaths, his 
visits to the sick—in all these splendid 
works he was laying up stores in heav- 
en. His strict attention to duty, how- 
ever, was undermining the health o: 
the young evangelist, and when tolc 
by the bishop that he had better take a 
rest, he refused. At last his congre 
gation observing his rapid 
failure 


which could not be concealed, joined 
with the bishop's request, and he was 
sent abroad for one year. 
When the 


vote was being taken some faithfu] 
watchdog of the church's treasury want- 
ed to know where the money would 
come from. 
The proposer of the mo- 


tion .said : 
"He who fed the ravens 


will provide," and He did. A wealthy 
neighbor of Father Malone, a Protest- 
ant, drew his check for 83 000 and sent 
it to him with tbe request that he take 
as much enjoyment as he could out of 
that sum of money. Ho returned to 
New York renewed in body and spirits 
A great revival built the congregation 
up to thousands. Tbe principal pastors 
of the different churches, Methodist, 
Presbyterian, Baptist and Jewish, call- 
ed on him, and after that he was a fre- 
quent visitor to the churches in the 
city. 


When the war of the rebellion came 


on and he heard of the desecration of 
tbe Stars and Stripes at Fort Sumpter, 
in defiance of the fact that many of 
nis congregation were favorable to the 
south, he ordered his own flag to be 
raised on the summit of his church and 
there it floated until peace was declar- 
ed under the old apple tree at Appo- 
inattox. 


From that time out he was one of 


:he most popular ministers of any de- 
nomination 
and foremost 
in every 


public charity. In recognition of his 


reat services the governor confirmed 


him as one of the regents of New York, 
one of the greatest honors within his 
power to confer. 
The bishop desired 


;o have the appointment conferred on 
some other priest, but Father Malone's 
jreat popularity could not be overcome, 
so he remained in that cilice up to the 
time of his death. The house in which 
.he priest died was not, I believe, 
church property, but at his death some 
priests appointed by the bishop enter- 
ed the hcuse to take possession for the 
church, and they ordered the family 
;hat had superintended the priest's 
house for years to leave, which they 
•efused to do, and then began an un- 
seemly battle between the priests and 
father Malone's relatives, which is 
much to be regretted. Tbe entire sum 
nvolved is less tban 88,000, which it is 
said he had conferred by will to the 
church, and this his relatives deny. 
V.11 Brooklyn sides with Father Ma- 
one's relatives and it ib very doubtful 
f the church receives any portion ot 
;he old priest's fortune. A beautiful 
statue or memorial is to be erected 
here which will pass his name and his 
virtues to posterity, with this motto : 
•Well done, thou good and faithful 
iervanl; enter into the joy of thy 
jord."

GOOD ROADS SAVE MONEY. 


To Oplifise Them IH Contrary to the 


Bc*t Interests of the Conntry. 


Discussing tbe farmer's interest in 


good roads and tbe great expense 
which mud annually costs tbe nation, 
the St. I'aui Pioneer Press says in a 
recent editorial: 


This matter of good permanent roads 


is simply a business proposition. Year 
after year tbe county has been spend- 
ing from $10.000 to ¥^0.000 in repairing 
roads, 
with 
no permanent results. 


Every year, or at best within two or 
three years, tbe work has to be done 
over again. Every spring and at every 
long spell of wet weather there are 
stretches of mudboles and ruts that 
compel a detour more or less exten- 
sive. At such times a heavy load is 
out of tbe question. 
Traffic between 


town and country is either suspended 
or reduced to a minimum. The losses 
at these times to fanners and to Uier- 
chants (ire not inconsiderable, and it is 
such losses that cau he avoided by tbe 
construction of permanent roads that 
pay for themselves in a few years in 
the saving in the cost of repairs if 
properly built aud properlj' cared for. 


Nor is this tbe only saving. As the 


result of an inquiry made in 1S9S by 
the United States department of agri- 
culture replies were received from over 
1,200 counties, giving the cost of haul- 
in;,- crops In various parts of the United 
States. The average load bauled was 
found to be 2.002 pounds, the average 
length ot haul 12.1 miles, the average 
cost ol hauling a ton of crops to mar- 
ket SH.02. while the average cost of 
hauling a ton for a distance of one 
mile was 2n cents. At the same time 
the average cost of hauling a ton a 
mile on the roads of England, France, 


DIRT ROAD IN DKCKMHKR. 


Germany. RelKhmi. Italy and Switzer- 
land was found to be only S.U cents, or 
about one-third of the cost on the dirt 
roads of the United States. 


In tlie face of these facts to stand in 


the way of macadam roads is to run 
counter to the interests of tbe farmers 
and of the city, both of which prolit 
by ease of communication, and the first 
cost will be much less if the work is 
let in large contracts than if it is lei 
piecemeal. The proposed plan for road 
improvement in this country contem- 
plates tlie macadamization of some- 20 
or 30 miles of the main thoroughfares 
the crossroads to be laid with gravel 
and clay well rolled. 


With material close at hand such 


roads can be built for about $300 a 
mile, but iu ninny cases where no grav- 
el is at hand the cost might ruu to two 
or three times that sum. Tbe building 
of such roads is just as much of au art 
and requires just as much care in the 
preparation of the specifications as 
macadam and even more attention to 
maintenance. No one would seriously 
advocate the completion of this exten- 
sive programme in any one yenr or 
even the raising of SSO.OOO or S100.UUO 


taxation for the building of tlie 


macadam sections, but it would be 
cheaper in the end. in all likelihood, to 
jorrow the necessary sum of the state 
it 4 per cent, creating a sinking fund 
for the retirement of the bonds when 
Inc. The saving in repairs when the 
dirt road is superseded by the macad- 
am and scientifically built grovel rofld 
would nol only pay all interest, but 
ivould leave a margin for sinking fund 
purposes. The prosecution of the pro- 
gramme, not its abandonment, is the 
\vay to save the county's money, to say 
nothing of that of.the farmers'.. 


The1 Good llomlM Campaign.

campaign in this country which will 
involve more important interests than 
the campaign for good roads which is 
now on in many states. 


The earnestness and activity with 


which this campaign is being pushed 
indicate an advance of popular intelli- 
gence aud the growth of a true spirit 
if progress. 


The agil.iiion for good roads is con- 


fined to no section. 
It is going on in 


the north ,ind Uie west aud tlie south, 
though we regret to say that it is by 
no means as strong in the south as it is 
!n the other sections of the country.— 
Atlanta Journal.

What to do with the old 
people, 


;nose who h:ve worn themselves out 
in the race of life, is the problem in 
every country on the globe. Some ot 
:he uncivilized races,not having a very 
ligh conception of life at the best, 
put tlieir old men to death when they 
Become helpless and are no longer 
able to take care of themselves. Tills 
}arharoii5 meUiod shocks our moral 
sensibilities, and yet is it not in reality 
more humane than the treatment the 
olfl sometimes receive at the hands of 
those who claim to be enlightened and 
even Christianized?

employes between the ages of 65 and 
9 who have been 30 years in the ser- 
rice of the company were retired and 
ilaced on the pension list. The amount

or ten years past. Therefore, the man 
who has been in service 30 yeais and 
vhose pay averaged $50 per month re- 
:eives 30 per cent of ?50, or $15 per 
month during life, unless the total 
amount at any time exceeds $300,000, 
n which, case the list would be scaled 
o make the amount come within the 
imit. As $300,000 will pay 1,667 men 
15 a month for a year, it is not likely 
hat any cutting down will ever he 
ound necessary.

hours easily. The size I use takes 2 
Inch feed pipe with 1 inch discharge, 
One can get any size wanted from 
three-quarter inch to 4 inches feed anc 
three-eighths inch to 2y> Inches dis- 
charge, and to use from two gallons to 
150 gallons per minute and cost from 
Jo up to $05. The size 1 use, No. 3, 
will cost from 511 to §13. The small 
sizes use shorter feed pipes than the 
large ones, the smallest about 40, the 
largest S5 feet. 
Theru are 10 or 12 


sizes. I use (JO feet on No. 0. The ram 
house and. feed box can be built of 
wood, brick or stone. I used brick for 
feed box, cemented like a cistern, and 
the ram house is built of stone 6 by 6 
by 4 deep. Feed box 3 by 3 by 3 deep. 
Put them down nearly level with 
ground, so you can protect them from 
freezing in winter. Be sure to lay all 
pipes below freezing and uiake nil 
joints tight.
